Process Invented for Saving Fine Pow-
dery Gralne of This Metal in
Oregon and Elsewhere.

The constantly Increasing demand
for platinum, especially for the manu-
facture of gns mantles, has led to the
invention of a process of saving the
fine powdery grains of this metal
found in the gold placer deposita of
southern Oregon and elsewhere,

This platinum, belng In a state of
very fine division, almost in the form
of dust, will not settle in a placer
sluice so long as the water is briskly
stirred, says Popular Electricity, Aft
ar the metal-benring water has pussed
over a riflle tauble, on which near® all
the gold settles, it is drawn more slow-
ly over a cocon mat rifie on which the
platinum settles, and le then collected
by rinsing the mats over tanks. For-
merly the platinum was all wasted, at
first because Its identity was not rec-
ognized, and afterward because no
process waa then known fur saving it
